For this is a tariff—and the federal 


constitution specifically forbids 
the 


slates passing tariff laws against each 
other.

As a result, Wisconsin and other 


dairy states adopt tax laws penaliz- 
ing oleomargarine, which is made 
in part from cottonscd-oil, to pro- 
tect their butter; and, in retaliation, 
Arkansas and other 
cotton states 


tidopt tax laws penalizing Wiscon- 
sin butler, to protect their cotton. 


Of course a stale passing such 


a law does not call it a tariff. The 
law is disguised us a revenue mea- 
sure—and the courts wink at it and 
let it go. 


But a showdown is due. 
All kinds of foolish laws have been 


passed, as legislatures gave way to 
the demands of "pressure groups"—

"East, West and South, we 'are se- 


cure, provided our one-ocean navy is 
not divided by a doublt attack.

Carter's Conclusions 


As to steps that should be taken to 


lessen the menace of America's fourth 
coastline, Carter suggests: 


1.' Seal Hudson strait with mines 


during the winter months. 


2. Erect coastal fortifications at two 


or three strategic points facing the en- 
trance channels. 


3. Assign a squadron of suitable 


armed ships to permanent patrol and 
nnti-submarinc duty in the approach- 
es to Hudson strait. 


4. Establish 
extensive air patrols 


throughout the coastal and inland 
regions. 


5. Set up a chain of air bases south 


of the uninhabited northland and frig- 
ing the settled regions ,of Canada. 
where large fleets of the fastest at- 
tack ships can be held in readiness for 
alarm from the northern patrols.
